You
will never get an agent of any fake or
swindling scheme to take a note paya-
ble to him or referring on the face to
the contract he makes. It is mot al-
ways & sign that a swindle s nttempied
when a negotinble note is demanded,
but in regard to dealings with strang-
78 it may safely be said that you will
win nive times whers you loss once by
refusing to deal with them or their
agents at all.
